That Day To Remember Is Here Again 


“Seventeen years ago this coming Sunday Americans were 
aroused from an air of complacency and plunged into a world 
conflict which lasted four years. That date was Sunday, Dec. 
7, 1941,"

Commander Bill Eggleston who spoke out in a pre-Pearl Harbor 
Day message to Legionnaires and citizens of the Glades. 

Veterans of' Foreign Wars Post 8181 Commander Charles 
Smith joined Commander Eggleston in his statement by urging 
that our memory of the day be tempered with the wisdom gained 
in the 17 years since that date; and urged that people everywhere! 
support our country's efforts toward world peace. 

“Americans must remember the subtle act of trickery by a- 
nother governmént when their envoys were discussing peace 
with our president, We can guard against another such attack, 
which led to the loss of life of thousands of Americans, by urging 
that our government be strong without acts of aggression and 
watchful without hunting witches,” Eggleston said. 

‘Being patriotic,” he.added, “is not enough." Citizens must 
actively participate in their government by learning its func- 
tions and expressing opinions on ell basic issues to our repre- 
sentatives in state and national governmental bodies. We don't
